So uth Dako ta Lsg'on 
Man Had Many 
Ex periences in Philippines and 
in France. 


M, I,. Shade of Mitchell, S. D., a vet­ 
eran of two wars, hag one recollection 
of army life that he claims is unfor- 
gettab'e, and at least is so unusual 
that ex periences of any A. E. F. men 
cannot duplicate it. unless they 
he 
“gob s”. 
Shade, an aident American 
Legion worker in South Dakota, de­ 
clares that he « pent 9 0 days on an army 
transport 
without 
setting 
foot 
on 
sho re, during 
the 
JSpanish-American 
war and the Philippine insurrection 
following. 
He was horn in Princeton, 111., in' 
18 76, and at the age of fifteen was 
thrown on his own resources, with hut 
a 
scant 
education 
gained 
in 
rural 
schools. His earlier life work was that 
of a lab orer In mines, steel mills and 
on farms. 
Rut the war with Spain came and he 
enlisted with an Iowa Guard regiment 
ordered to Sun Francisco, which em­ 
b arked on the transport Covington for 
Manila. 
After a long sea voyage the 
b oat was sailed into Manila hay, hut 
orders were changed and the ship was 
sent southward with the troops. 
At 
Iloilo Hollo the transport put in. hut 
the troops were held up again. 
Rack 
the ship went to Cavite, where, after DO 
days, the men set foot ashore. 
Shade served with his regiment In 
sev eral 
sev ere engagements, 
and on 
d isc harge re-enlisted with another Phil­ 
ippine organization. 
In all, he fought 
in 222 b attles. 
He was mustered out 
at M anila In 19 01, remaining there for 
a period on confidential work f<*r the 
governm ent. 
Rack in the States, he b ecame asso­ 
ciated with 
life insurance firms in 
Ro ckfo rd, III., and while there was a 
member o f the Rational (Juard.

he went to Tex as, where lie was hit b v

The heavy cord, often cotton 
in n wool or silk poplin, simply cuts 
through the finer warp threads. 
As a rule, however, a good quality 
of thread is used in the warp, for the 
very good reason that it is thrown to Life, Accident and 
the surface and so is going to have to 
hear the heaviest b runt of the wear. 
Because the filling yarns keep under 
cover anyway, a much cheaper quality 
cun he used without shortening the 
life of the cloth much. 
Not all poplins are silk, 
b y 
any 
means. 
You can find it In silk, wool, 
or cotton; and not only that, b ut in 
sllk-and-cotton, 
silk and-wool, 
and 
wQol-and-oottrtn. 
The highest qualities of cotton pop­ 
lin are often mercerized so that it is 
very attractive and has a sheen al­ 
most as lustrous as that of silk. 
Nat­ 
urally, it is ex ceedingly durab le, and 
s ta n d s laundering well. 
Wool poplin has a more or less wiry 
and springy feel, and 
so 
keeps 
Its 
shape well. 
Silk poplin Is also elastic, and so 
keeps clean, and does not wrinkle or 
crush easily. 
We 
frequently 
hear 
an 
ob jection 
voiced against silk and wool poplin b y 
some dressmakers on the ground that 
the coarse filling cord makes the gar­ 
ment b ulky in the seam. 
A good 
tailor says that this cjin he partly 
overcome b y making the goods with 
the fPlinif threads 
running

and 
down; and that this also insures the 
poplin falling in more graceful folds.

Skeleton* at Rochester. 
Archeoiogists 
are 
ex amining 
five 
skeletons unearthed at Rochester, N. 
Y„ by contractors at work on a n vv 
road near here. 
The bones, believed 
those of Indians of remote age, were 
found in sitting positions by the ex ca­ 
vators. 
No trinkets or other Indian 
I relics were found. 
Alvin H. Dewey, of Morgan Chapter, 
New York State Archaeological soci­ 
ety, believes the bones those of mem­ 
bers of a race of Bsklmos that roamed 
Canada and western New York state 
before the Iroquois. 
No records of 
Iroquois burials in sitting positions 
have been recorded, he said. 
The bones are in tiie city morgue 
and will be buried at the comj ’e- 
tion of the investigation.

dug from the soil.

111., in 
"DTO, and ai the age of fifteen was 
thrown on his own resources, with Hilt

schools, His earlier life work was that 
of a laborer In mines, steel mills and 
on farms. 
Rut the war with Spain came ur d lie 
enlisted with an Iowa Guard regiment 
ordered to .San Francisco, Widch em­ 
barked on the transport Covington J or 
Manila. 
After a long sea voyage the 
boat WUK sailed Into Manila bay, hut 
orders were changed and the ship.was 
sent southward with the troops. 
At 
Hollo Hollo the transport put in, hut 
the troops were held up again.

days, the men set foot ashore. 
Shade served with his regiment in 
several severe engagements, and on 
discharge re-enlisted with another Phil­ 
ippine organization.
